Compromise provides for 
new employee contract

“You know you have a good contract when both sides are a little 
unhappy.” So stated Richard Brunell, dean of the business division and 
RSCCD negotiator, when asked about the classified employees’ new two- 
year contract. 

The-contract was approved at the board meeting.on Sept. 11. However, 
both sides may be even more unhappy now than they were when they left 
the bargaining table. 

After months of negotiations, the SAC Classified Employees 
Association (AFSCME), representing clerical workers, and the 
California School - Employees Association (CSEA), which serves 
custodial and security personnel, reached tentative accord with, the 
district. 

The CSEA contract provides for a 5.4 percent wage increase effective 


` July t, 1979, and a 1.6 percent increase effective Oct. 1, 1979. Originally, 


CSEA employees had asked or a 7 percent increase retroactive to July 1, 
1979. However, Bill Brush, president of CSEA, explained that they 
“traded the retroactive increase for a floating holiday.” 

Brush further explained that the contract called for a shift differential 
(extra pay for second and third shift) which security personnel did not 
have. Also included isthe provision that the district will pay for two 
uniforms per year for the campus police, who, until now, paid for their 
own uniforms. 

While the CSEA contract negotiations labeled, “smoother this year” 
by Brush, are over, SACCEA7 AFSCME negotiations may be starting all 
over again. 

The classified employees had asked the district to pay their Social 
Security contributions. Brunell called this unusual feature “the coming 
thing with business.” 

It may be the coming thing with business, but it may also be the 
downfall of the district’s agreement. The problem is that the County’s 
School Claims Division, who administers the district payroll; cannot 
implement the program in its payroll system. 

Jeannine Ferguson, president of SACCEA/ AFSCME, stated that, 
“Implementation would mean a lot of overtime (for the County).” Mrs. 
Ferguson then expressed her hopes that the County would be able to put 
this agreement into effect soon. 

Bob Matthew, vice-president of fiscal affairs, said he was told that 

“implementation would be possible by July 1, 1980, but not probate 


-until July 1, 1981.” 


At the Sept. 11 board meeting, trustee Carol Enos stated that a. 
committee would be formed to work with the County to do “whatever is 
necessary to aid the County in implementing this contract.” 

However, when asked a week later if the contract feature would be 
i is head and answered, “To the

Many believe the sudden shrinking of the classrooms was 
unnecessary. One of those, Gerald Ghelfi, a history 
instructor, stated: “They're way too cramped, and not only 
that, they are a fire hazard because of only one exit.” He also

code allows 30 students per 380 square feet. “Scheduling 
difficulties have placed more students in the classes than we 
would like to see,” he stressed. 

When discussing the smallness of the rooms, Ghelfi 
remarked: “There was no faculty consultation and there 
were other options available.” 

Humanities Division Dean C. Lee Ford remarked 
differently “The various deans were supposed to have 
notified the faculty.” Ford said he favored this plan. 

Wenrich noted, “Enrollment in the social sciences has 
declined sharply.” Classes that once drew 60 students now 
fall below 30. Changing student needs were instrumental in 
the decision made last spring to cut the classrooms in half. 

Perhaps with enough student and faculty support, the 
walls could come tumbling down again. But the way it looks 
now, there will be no immediate change.

SAC can look forward to having speakers regularly 
talk “on current topics of interest,” according to 
speech instructor Ken Turknette. i 

Will students have to shell out a fee to cover the cost 
of obtaining orators to inform and enlighten them? 
The answer is “no” since the speakers will come trom 
right here on campus. 

“Students enrolled in Speech 198,” explained 
Turknette, “will, during the first part of the semester, 
prepare to present talks at organizations, meetings 
and other sites on campus.” 

Turknette, who coached last year’s Forensics squad 
to a State Championship, related that from mid- 
October on “we will be soliciting speaking engage- 
ments for members of the class.” 

While SAC’s student speakers bureau bones up for 
the 8-to-10 minute speeches its members will be giving 
around campus, Turknette’s competitive speaking 
class will prepare to do battle with community college 
forensics teams in California. 

It had been feared that traveling and expense funds 
for the speech team would be gobbled up by Prop. 13,

but after concern about the loss of the team was raised 
by many on campus--from students to faculty 
members to SAC President Bill Wenrich--finances 
were made available for the forensics squad, which 
was ranked fifth in the nation last year.

series of ethnic benefit 
concerts were presented last 
semester in an attempt to raise 
money. They did not do very well, 
however, bringing in only a few 
hundred dollars profit, according 
to Wilson. 

Expenses for SAC’s orchestral 
performances require at least 
$2,000 a year. The money from the 
benefit concerts will remain in a 
club fund until the orchestra 
returns. 


In all the semesters that Wilson 
has conducted the orchestra, never 
before has it had to be cut. A main 
factor in the insufficient quantity 
of students was the departure of 
six key people from the preceeding 
semester. They each had left the 
area for different reasons. “Some- 
how or other the circumstances 
compounded this year,” reflected 
Wilson. 

“We are going to attempt to line 
up for the Spring semester a solid 
list of (orchestral) players to show 
to the Dean (of Humanities, C. Lee 
Ford). We'll just have to take a lot 
more aggressive approach (to 
recruiting students).” 

Wilson feels a personal gap at 
not having the musicians to 
conduct. “I would love to have the 
orchestra, and I’m going to miss it 
very much. I personally derive a 
great deal of satisfaction from 
directing great music.” 

In the past, Wilson interjected 
that he has always worked with “a 
great bunch of people.” He feels 
disappointed for the few who 
wanted to play and for the 
audiences who will miss seeing and 
hearing the inspiring productions 
put on by the orchestra.
